Foil Liquor 
Pttkot

WASHINGTON (AP) - A few 


extra drops of liquor for two 
cents less and no noisy glass 
bottles to worry about. 


Those are advantages of a 


new aluminum foil packet of liq- 
uor designed to replace the 
conventional miniature bottles 
served aboard airliners. But 
some airlines aren't buying. 


"We have the feeling that 


probably this has come along 
too soon," said Martin Little of 
American Airlines. "We proba- 
bly will offer use of it until lat- 
er," he said, following six weeks 
of testing. 


Pan American World Airways 


also tested the foil packet en- 
cased in cardboard. But Pan 
AM is sticking with bottles. 


"If they come through with 


something that won't crush, that 
can be stored and won't crum- 
ple and break, we might try it 
again," a spokesman said. 


On the other hand, Braniff In- 


ternational Airways reported a 
generally good passenger reac- 
tion to test servings of the pack- 
ets which come in scotch, bour- 
bon, gin, vodka and four cock- 
tails. 


Overseas National, one of the 


largest non-scheduled lines, has 
been using the packets for three 
weeks on its charter flights and 
may use them exclusively. 


In addition to being cheaper, 


lighter and less bulky, a spokes- 
man said, "The stewardesses 
love them and find them much 
easier to handle." 


The hard-to-spill packets car- 


ry instructions in three lan- 
guages. 


The packets save 16 pounds in 


weight per liquor carrier. A 
transatlantic 
flight 
requires 


three carriers for the bottle 
miniatures, but only two when 
the packets are used. 


"And if the manufacturers put 


them out in a wider range we 
can stock a greater variety of 
liquor—brandy, 
for instance, 


which is very hard to stock in 
bottles in the quantities re- 
quired," the Overseas spokes- 
man said. 


Another supplemental airline, 


Trans International, and Wien 
Consolidated Airlines of Alaska 
also have been trying out the 
new drink packets, and other 
airlines are planning further 
tests. 


Hiram Walker & Sons, Inc., a 


leading distributor of miniature 
alcoholic servings for airlines, 
estimates a 35 per cent space 
saving of aluminum foil pack- 
ets, over glass miniatures. 


Orders Black

dier who was killed in Vietnam 
and refused interment because 
of his race. 


Attorneys for the family of 


Spec. 4 Pondexteur E. Williams 
said he would be buried Satur- 
day at Hillcrest Memorial Gar- 
dens in Fort Pierce with full 
military honors. 


U.S. Dist. Judge William 0. 


Mehrtens 
heard 
arguments 


from attorneys from both sides 
in his chambers, with reporters 
excluded, then announced in the 
court the issuance of a tempo- 
rary 
injunction blocking the 


cemetery from prohibiting Wil- 
liams' burial any longer. 


Lawyers explained the "tem- 


porary" part of the injunction 
was a technicality and the order 
to bury Williams is final. 


Since his military funeral last 


Sunday in the National Guard 
Armory at Fort Pierce, 125 
miles north of here, Williams' 
body has lain in a flag-draped 
coffin, awaiting the outcome of 
the court suit. Friends stood a 
vigil over the casket while the 
case progressed. 


The suit was joined by family 


attorneys, the U.S. Justice De- 
partment, the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People and the American 
Civil Liberties Union. 


The suit was brought against 


the cemetery because of a con- 
tract clause which says, "No 
bodies except those of persons 
of the white or Caucasian race 
may be interred in said lots."

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Inte- 


rior Secretary Walter J. Hickel 
says the $1 million fine imposed 
on the Chevron Oil Co. for a 
massive oil spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico is "a landmark for the 
public." 


Commenting after the judg- 


ment in U.S. District Court here 
Wednesday, 
Hickel 
said 
in 


Washington: "It is my hope— 
and surely the hope of industry 
that this will serve as an ex- 
ample that we must be respon- 
sive to the public." 


Judge Alvin B. Rubin imposed 


the maximum fine of $2,000 
each on 500 counts against 
Chevron after the firm changed 
its plea to no contest. Previous- 
ly, Chevron had pleaded not 
guilty to all 900 counts filed 
against it in the first prosecu- 
tion brought under the 1953 Out- 
er Continental Shelf Lands Act. 


U.S. Atty. Gerald Galling- 


house and his assistant, Richard 
Olsen, agreed to dismissal or 
the last 400 counts against Chev- 
ron. The no contest plea meant 
the company was submitting to 
the charges but not admitting 
guilt. 


The 
original 
900 
counts 


charged Chevron with failing to 
install storm chokes on 90 of its 
offshore oil wells in the Gulf for 
10 days each. A storm choke is 
a safety and antipollution device 
required by the Interior Depart- 
ment. It is installed in the well 
pipe and shuts off the oil flow if 
the platform is damaged. 


The indictment was returned 


May 5—five weeks after the 
capping of the last of a cluster 
of wells that ran wild after a 
fire. 


Hickel said the spill "never 


should have occurred." 


"We will continue to address 


ourselves," he said, "to making 
the public environment more 
acceptable, and the administra- 
tion will continue to prosecute 
those who pollute." 


At the time of the oil spill, 


Hickel said, that safety devices, 
such as the storm choke, would 
have prevented it. 


After flying over the Chevron 


platform in March, Hickel said 
the 
pollution exceeded 
that 


which damaged the California 
coast at Santa Barbara in 1969. 


The spill followed a fire and 


explosion Feb. 10 on an auto- 
mated platform controlling 12 
wells. 


The explosion left some of the 


wells blowing wild in the worst 
offshore oil spill on record. The 
final well was capped seven 
weeks after the blast.

country, marking the 50th anni- 
versary of their winning the 
vote, have begun a new drive 
for equality. They marched ul 
the streets, chanted at rallies 
and held symbolic demonstra- 
tions. 


High point of Wednesday's 


"Women's Strike for Equality" 
was a mass march down New 
York's Fifth Avenue that drew a 
police-estimated crowd of more 
than 20,000 persons, including 
some men. Parade officials put 
the figure as high as 50,000. 


Other major demonstrations 


were held in Washington, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, Indianapolis and 
San Francisco but there was 
also activity in cities the size of 
Missoula, Mont., and Paramus, 
N.J. 


Betty Friedan, founder of the 


National 
Organization 
For 


Women—NOW—and originator 
of the idea for the strike, said 
the scope of the activity was 
"beyond our wildest dreams." 


Major goals of the demonstra- 


tion were equal Job opportuni- 
ties and pay, free abortions and 
24-hour 
child care 
centers. 


Women were urged to stay 
home from their Jobs and not 
perform 
menial 
household 


tasks. 


Business communities report- 


ed little absenteeism, however, 
and the largest crowds were for 
those events timed for the lunch 
hour or after work. 


The New York parade drew 


thousands of homebound office 
workers as spectators—most of 
them friendly. Others stared or 
snickered or shouted disapprov- 
al. 


One group of antiliberation 


women carrying pink signs 
identifying them as members of 
"Men 
Our 
Masters—MOM," 


crossed police barricades to 
scuffle briefly with the march- 
ers until police separated them. 


The mood was generally jov- 


ial but with serious overtones. 
"It's both serious and fun, but 
not something to be made fun 
of," 
commented one woman 


marcher. "There is a feeling of 
unity among us." 


At a rally following the march 


Mrs. Friedan declared: "This is 
not a bedroom war, this is a po- 
litical movement. Man is not the 
enemy, man is a fellow victim." 


Kate Millett, acknowledged 


chief theoretician of the wom- 
en's liberation movement and 
author of "Sexual Politics," 
said, "Today is the beginning Oi 
a new movement. Today is the 
end of milenniums of oppres- 
sion." 


About 2,000 people turned out 


for a noontime rally in Boston 
where Mrs. Florence Luscomb, 
who worked for women's suf- 
frage 50 years ago, told the au- 
dience that at the start of the 
feminist movement "it was im- 
moral for a woman to speak in 
public like this." 


Police estimated a Chicago 


crowd at 3,000 and another 3,000 
gathered in Indianapolis where 
members of a women's libera- 
tion group performed a skit 
demonstrating their demands. 


In Missoula, Mont., three 


women were arrested on disor- 
derly conduct charges after 
painting liberation signs on resi- 
dential sidewalks. And 150 wom- 
en turned out for a brief demon- 
stration in Paramus.

more like Barbara Sullivan who 
was asked about women's liber- 
ation as she folded her 15- 
month-old daughter's diapers in 
a Brooklyn laundry. 


"Women's liberation?" she

Bench is having a fantastic 


season with the runaway Reds 
in the National League West. He 
has 42 home runs, 126 runs bat- 
ted in and is hitting .297. As a 
catcher, baseball experts will 
tell you the 195 pound Oklaho- 
man has no peer. 


"I am trying to accept things 


that come with success in the 
right way," Bench explained. 
"Talking win the media, giving 
people autographs, this is part 
of the position I'm in. I'm trying 
to remember I'm from a little 
place like Bangor, Okla., and 
my parents taught me what was 
right." 


Bench's 42 home runs this 


season break the record of 41 
by a catcher set in 1953 by Roy 
Campanella of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers. Some purists belittle 
the mark, because Bench has 
hit six uf the homers while play- 
ing the outfield and one as a 
first baseman. 


"If they want to put an aster- 


isk alongside it, okay," says 
Bench. "A certain number of 
games at a position should 
count. This is qualifying as a 
hitter, not a fielder." 


Bench admits, however, that 


hitting is easier when playing 
the outfield or first base. "It's a 
different attitude. You think 
more of your hitting and what 
the opposing pitcher is throw- 
ing.

When you leave the 
dugout to go behind the plate 
your thoughts are on your pitch- 
er and the hitters coming up." 


As for the kudos he's receiv- 


ing now as the top young star of 
baseball, Bench says, "I just 
hope they can say it 10 years 
from now.

That's 
when you know you really have 
done something. You have to 
progress, can't dwell on the 
present."

NEW YORK— (NEA)— The decision of 


the ABC-TV network to request a change 
in time for the Stanford-Arkansas game 
(from 9:30 p.m. EDT, to 6 p.m. EOT,) 
might have seemed just another ploy in 
cornering the major share of the viewing 
audience. It was, in a reverse way. 


The NBC-TV network plans to show 


"Miss America" late on Sept. 12 and al- 
though the country might be in love with 
football, the female body still takes pref- 
^"•ei-ce over its male counterpart. ABC, 
it seems, feels that to put any football 
game, even the Super Bowl, against "Miss 
America" would be a complete disaster. 


In 1966. Green Bay played Baltimore 


and the competition on NBC was "Miss 
America." Even though it was the first 
meeting between the two teams since the 
disputed play-off game the previous De- 
cember and even though the Packers won 
in sudden-death, "Miss America" clob- 
bered the rematch in the ratings. 


Last season. "Miss America" had the 


fourth-highest audience of the 
season. 


(News specials such as the trip to the 
moon aren't included.) So ABC had no 
trouble in convincing Stanford and Arkan- 


sas officials to play earlier in the day. As 
one Stanford official said, "We want the 
country to see our team, especially quar- 
terback Jim Plunkett. It was common 
sense to switch times." 


Many athletes and officials sometimes 


forget, at times, that many people couldn't 
care less about numbered bodies when 
there are scantily clad ones in view. 


Switchboard operators across the coun- 


try are flooded with phone calls when a 
regular show is preempted for a sporting 
event. When ABC televised the final bas- 
ketball game of the championship series 
between Los Angeles and New York, the 
Detroit operators at the ABC station in 
that city received numerous calls from 
disturbed viewers who were upset because 
"Love, American Style" was not being 
shown at its regular time. 


John McKay, USC's coach, might have 


said it best the Monday after his team lost 
to Notre Dame, 31-0. "There is one con- 
solation about not having the national TV 
spotlight," he told the press. "There are 
800 million Chinese who don't even know 
we played, let alone got murdered."

Korea Not 
Safisfiod 
on All Points

SEOUL (AP) — The South 


Korean government today disa- 
greed with much of what U.S. 
vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
said publicly about his lengthy 
talks with President Chung Hee 
Park Monday and Tuesday. 


Agnew told American news- 


men traveling with him that he 
and Park had "reached a basic 
accord," and the vice president 
also said there would be no 
change in U.S. plans to with- 
draw 20,000 of the 62,000 Ameri- 


ter Shin Bum-snik told a 
conference: 


"We have never consented to 


the withdrawal of 20,000 U.S. 
troops from Korea. There is no 
change at all in our basic posi- 
tion that the modernization of 


armed forces must precede 
U.S. 
troop cut-back in Ko- 


rea." 


Agnew also reported that he 


told 
Park 
when the "long- 


range" modernization program 
was completed, perhaps in five 
years, perhaps later, the United 
States hoped American troops 
would no longer be necessary in 
Korea. He said Park "accepts 
that and I think he accepts it as 
desirable." 


Shin commented: "We under- 


stand that this statement ... 
was a general explanation of the 
principle of the Nixon Doctrine 
on the assumption of a situation 
when our self-defense capability 
becomes intact." 


But Shin said there was no 


discussion of the complete with- 
drawal of American forces from 
Korea. He said Park told Agnew 
that he did not want U.S. troops 
to stay in Korea forever but felt 
they would be needed until 
South Korea can bear its de- 
fense expenditures alone. Park 
added that it will be quite some 
time before that happens, Shin 
said. 
Alcohol 
Calculator

( A P ) — A Rutgers University 
scientist says he has developed 
a simple calculator that will tell 
a driver how much alcohol he 
can drink and still drive safely. 


Dr. I^eon Greenberg, execu- 


tive director of laboratory re- 
search at the Rutgers Center of 
Alcohol Studies, says it's naive 
to assume that most people will 
follow the precaution, "if you 
drink, don't drive." 


"A more realistic approach," 


he said, "is to educate people by 
providing guidelines about what 
is appropriate and inappropri- 
ate drinking if a person is going 
to drive." 


He therefore fashioned what 


he calls the "Alco Calculator" 
to help a driver know his alco- 
hol luuit and decide when he is 
safe to drive. 


It's a simple slide rule that 


carries data about body weight, 
number of drinks and drinking 
time. 


Here's how he said it works: 
A couple goes to a cocktail 


party and stays four hours. The 
man who weighs 190 pounds, 
drinks four martinis. The wom- 
an, whose weight ts 120, drinks 
three.

he told of finding the bloody 
body of his stepfather, 1-eno 
LaBianca, in a crouching posi- 
tion. 


Frank Struthers, 16, the son 


by a former marriage of La- 
Bianca's wife Rosemary, who 
also was slain, took the stand 
Wednesday as the state turned 
to details of the double slaying 
the night after Miss Tate and 
four others were killed. 


Des- Vtions Of the Tate mur- 


der scene ended with a police 
chemist telling how trails of 
blood through the mansion and 
outside marked the paths taken 
by victims trying to flee their 
killers. He said the word "Pig" 
on the front door of the house 
was scrawled by someone using I 
a towel dipped in the slain ac- 
tress' blood. 


Charles M. Manson, 35, and 


three women members of his 
hippie style "family" are on 
trial charged with murdering 
Miss Tate, four visitors at her 
home and the LaBiancas in Au- 
gust, 1969. 


The taBiancas, slain about 10 


miles from the Tate place were 
found amid bloody scrawlings. 
A carving fork was stuck in 
LaBianca's stomach and the 
word "War" was carved on his 
chest, police have said. 


Struthers said his mother and 


stepfather had spent part of a 
weekend with him and family 
friends at l<ake Isabella, a cen- 
tral California resort, then re- 
turned home ahead of the others 
the night of Aug. 9. 


The following night, when 


Struthers returned, he said he 
got no answer when he knocked 
on the door. He summoned his 
sister, Susan, 23, who lived 
nearby, and a friend, and they 
searched for keys. 


"I got the keys out of my 


mother's car and opened the 
back door," said Struthers. 


"When we got to the living we 


saw Leno LaBianca ... in a • 
type of crouched position." He 
added, "We came out right 
away." 


Struthers said he checked the 


house days later to see if any- 
thing was missing. His mother's 
wallet was gone, he said. The 
state's star witness, Linda Ka- 
sabian, has testified that Man- 
son entered the LaBianca home 
before the killings, then came 
out with the wallet which he 
told her to discard. 


The wallet, later found in a 


gas station rest room, was iden- 
tified by Struthers. The youth, 
whose eyes were red and puffy, 
appeared 
near tears as he 


viewed a color photograph in 
the wallet. 


"It's a graduation picture," 


he said, "of me." 


On cross-examination of a de- 


fense attorney, Paul Fitzgerald, 
Struthers said the LaBiancas of- 
ten left doors unlocked. His 
mother had a habit of leaving 
house and car keys in the igni- 
tion of her car, he said. 


Ruth Sivick, who owned a 


dress store with Mrs. I^aBianca, 
said she fed the family's cats s 
and dogs while they were away, • 
but locked all doors when she 
left. She identified pictures of 
the home where killers scrawled 
messages in blood—"Death to 
Pigs" on the living room wall, 
"Rise" on another wall, and 
"Healter (sic) Skelter" on a re- 
frigentor door.
